FINDINGS OF FACT: 

1. The subject s i t e  i s  one of s ignif icant  importance t o  the Dis t r ic t  
of Columbia because o f  i t s  commanding location dominating the sweep of 
Connecticut Avenue from the Rock Creek highlands t o  the central par t  o f  the 
c i ty .  The zon ing  i s  R-5-C. 

prominent s i t e  in very appropriate manner. 
2. A handsome stone residence known as the Lothrop  Mansion improves this 

3. The architectural  design and  arrangement of the 1911 existing struc- 
ture  in i t s  present form i s  in keeping w i t h  the character of the neighborhood. 
The character of the neighborhood as one of the Di s t r i c t ' s  "Landmarks of 
Value Which Contribute t o  the Cultural Heritage or  Visual Beauty and In te res t  
of the Dis t r ic t  of Columbia and i t s  Environs,  and Which Should Be Preserved, 
I f  Practicable" has been recognized by the inclusion of t h i s  s i t e  as an integral 
par t  of the "Kalorama Area" on the o f f i c i a l  map o f  "Landmarks of the National 
Capitol Designated by the Jo in t  Committee on Landmarks of the National Capitol 
as of August 28, 1973." 

4. The Sheridan-Kal orama area, represented by the Sheridan-Kal orama 
Neighborhood Council, bounded by Rock Creek Park, Que S t r ee t ,  22nd S t r ee t ,  
Florida Avenue and Connecxicut Avenue, as well as the subject s i t e ,  located 
immediately on the eas t  s ide of Connecticut Avenue from the Sheridan-Kalorama 
Neighborhood, a re  both integral parts o f  the Landmark "Kalorama Area" designated 
by the Jo in t  Committee on Landmarks; thus the architectural  design and arrange- 
ment of the subject s t ructure  i s  s ignif icant  in i t s  e f fec t  upon maintaining 
the character of the Sheridan-Kalorama neighborhood as  well as for  reasons of 
noise, t r a f f i c  and number o f  persons t o  be employed a t  the subject s i t e ,  and 
the amount and arrangement of parking places, because of the proximity o f  the 
subject s i t e  t o  the Sheridan-Kalorama neighborhood across Connecticut Avenue 
t o  t h e  West. 

5. The applicant represented t o  the Board oral ly  a t  the public hearing 
and in item 111 A 3, page 3 ,  of i ts  written "Statement o f  Applicant" a s  follows: 

" N O  exter ior  changes will be made as a resul t o f  t h i s  appeal. I' 
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6 .  The Sheridan-Kalorama Neighborhood Council requested t h a t  the 
Board i n  i t s  order ( i f  the special exception be granted) condition i t s  order 
p u r s u a n t  t o  zoning regulation 3101.410(c) upon a written condition i n  the 
order t h a t :  

"The existing structure must be preserved w i t h  n o  exterior 
a1 terations. It  

7. No more t h a n  20 persons will be employed in the subject premises. 

8. Hours of operation will be from 8:30 t o  1:00 and from 2:OO t o  6:OO.  

9 .  Three s taff  members wi l l  be on duty a t  a l l  times t o  insure approp- 
r i a t e  and compatible use of the premises. 

10. The off ice  will own approximately three automobiles and i t  i s  e s t i -  
mated t h a t  approximately six more automobiles a day will b r i n g  vis i tors  t o  
the office.  

11.  Thirteen off-s t reet  parking places will be provided on the s i t e  as  
required by the Zoning Regulations. 

12 .  The Soviet spokesman could n o t  s t a t e  whether or  n o t  th i s  i n s t a l l a -  
tion would be removed t o  the M t .  Alto,  Wisconsin Avenue, embassy-chancery 
enclave of which construction is  contemplated i n  the immediate future.

14. The applicant submitted i n  support of i t s  case the Board's Order 
of August 16,  1971, i n  appeal No. 10856, i n  which 2029 Connecticut Avenue, 
N. W . ,  Inc., was the appellant. The Board notes w i t h  approval tha t  t h i s  Order 
submitted by the applicant i n  support of i t s  case includes the phrase: 

"The Board reserves the r i g h t  t o  d i rec t  revocation of 
the occupancy permit upon a proper showing tha t  any 
terms or conditions of th i s  Order have been violated." 

15. The present use of the property i s  t h a t  of a language ins t i tu te  
which conducts courses i n  foreign languages. 

16. The Board finds t h a t  the proposed use would n o t  be objectionable 
t o  nearby and adjoining property by reason o f  noise and t r a f f i c  and t h a t  the 
proposed use i s  compatible w i t h  other uses i n  the neighborhood. 
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CONCLUSIONS OF LAW: 

Based upon the  above f i n d i n g s  and the record, t he  Board i s  o f  the 
op in ion  t h a t  t he  proposed use o f  the sub jec t  p roper ty  would n o t  be incon- 
s i s t e n t  w i t h  o ther  uses i n  the  neighborhood, and if granted, would n o t  
s u b s t a n t i a l l y  impa i r  t h e  i n t e n t  o f  the Zoning Regulat ions,  

ORDERED: 

That the  above a p p l i c a t i o n  be GRANTED sub jec t  t o  the fo l l ow ing  
cond i t ions  and t h a t  t he  Board's previous order  dated December 16, 
1974, i n  t h i s  case be and i s  hereby rescinded.

5. Subject  t o  c a r e f u l l y  c o n t r o l l e d  rec ip roca l  r e g u l a t i o n  of l o c a t i o n  
and appearance, t he  Sov ie t  Government and the Uni ted States Government a re  
p lanning new chancery enclaves i n  Moscow and i n  Washington. 
t h a t  t h e  Sov ie t  Government, f o l l o w i n g  the  devastat ing 900-day s iege o f  Leningrad 
i n  World War 11, has c a r e f u l l y  res to red  damaged premises t o  t h e i r  o r i g i n a l  
appearance.
